And Prepares Defenses for 


Germany, Then Come Bombs Men and Women Are Sought 


To Meet 
Increased 
Fast moving Grist s on all fronts 
combine to give the impression of 
a Europe which is rushing head­ 
long for the show-down—not that 
the end necessarily is imminent 
but that the final phase of Arma­ 
geddon is close at hand. 
Italian Marshal BadOglio’s de­ 
lay in dealing with the Allied de­ 
mand for surrender is reported to 
have given Hitler the opportunity 
to establish a line of perhaps a 
quarter million 
German 
troops 
right across northern italy as a 
buttress against an Allied drive 
from the south. 
The Nazis also 
ate said to have occupied the 
great port of Trieste ut the head 
c f the Adriatic, thus closing one 
important gateway to the B al­ 
kans. 
It isn't clear whether Badogilio 
connived at this, or whether he 
was forced into it unwillingly by 
threats of reprisals 
against 
the 
Italian population 
by 
the Nazi 
w ar lord. 
However, Jh a t s mud­ 
dy w attr over the dam. Of more 
immediate concern 
is 
the fact 
that the Allies have a large* prob­ 
lem on the ir hands, assuming tHat 
the 
rt ports 
of 
German 
troop 
movements are accurate. 
The Fuehrer's 
move 
is, 
of 
course, purely defensive. 
He i x- 
pects the United Nations to over­ 
run the lower two-thirds of the • 
Italian peninsula. 
However, that 
no longer is useful to him and he 
probably doesn't intend to offer 
much opposition until the enemy 
reaches his first line of defense, 
which Madrid reports may be an­ 
chored at the naval base of La 
Spezia on tile west coast and run 
eastward to the Adriatic. 
TFiat 
would be about 200 miles north 
of Home. 
Hitler s main line Will be a hun­ 
dred miles farther north, taking 
advantage of the strategic forti­ 
fications along the River Po. Here 
he w ill dispute the Allied rights 
of way to France. Germany or the 
Balkans. 
If you w ill glance at your maps 
you w ill see what a magnificent 
defensive line the Po affords. W e 
may expect tierce fighting here, 
unless there’s a great change rn 
the picture as it appears now.

The purpose of the Nazi chiefs 
move is to stand the A l l i e s off 
while he makes final preparations 
to di tend his so-called inner fort­ 
ress, into which he w ill retire if 
the pressure continues 
as 
at 
present. 
This is the circle within 
which he proposes to* make his 
last-ditch stand to safeguard the 
Reich and such of the occupied 
territories as he thinks he can 
hang onto. 
With this concentration of pow­ 
er, and a vast shortening of his 
now 
interminable 
communica­ 
tions. he w ill battle to force a 
' stalemate. 
The all highcst’s 
plan 
is 
a 
scheme of desperation. 
This is 
emphasized today as the Anglo- 
American forces race 
for 
the 
coup de grace in Sicily, as the 
amazing Russians continue their 
slaughter of Nazis *in the fierce 
Orel offensive, and as the Allied 
bombers deal crushing blows to 
groat German cities while fear 
spreads throughout the Reich. 
British Foreign Secretary Eden 
yesterday handed Hitler a grim 
reminder of the Nazi position by 
quoting the Fuehrer’s own words 
of January 30, PKW; 
“ As regards National Socialist 
Germany, she is well aware of the 
fate that w ill befall her if ever 
an international force, whatever 
its motives, 
succeeds 
in 
over­ 
whelming Fascist Italy.’’ 
But in Germany 
the

Italy has been pushed into the 
background by the terrors of the 
round-the-clock bombing to which 
the 
Reich is being 
subjected. 
Daily it becomes more apparent 
that this rain of death and de­ 
struction is playing a major role 
— perhaps the major role— in forc­ 
ing Hitler to his knees. W e have 
now reached the point of specula­ 
tion as to how long he can endure 
the ordeal without collapse.

Fin land's war scarred men and re­ 
sources. the shabbiness in dress 
that is stylish, empty shop win­ 
dows and extremely rigid 
fo o d 
rationing m inor the havoc caused 
by two years of warfare. 
The current war is their second 
in four years and the people are 
tired of war, but it is a psycholo­ 
gical weariness that comes from 
the inability to get good food or 
a real cup of coffee; from having 
to crowd into packed trolley cars. 
clump around in wood-soled shoes 
or wear clothing fabricated from 
paper textiles—apparel which be­ 
comes useless after several hard 
rains. 
People still can laugh and have 
a good time, especially the young­ 
er generation, and morale is high 
despite the general 
desire 
tor 
peace. 
Everyone would 
like 
to 
get 
back the 
fine 
prosperous 
life 
which they led before 1939. but 
maintain they cannot until Fin ­ 
land's independence is assured. 
Finns 
hobbling 
around 
on 
crutches are a grim reminder of 
the heavy price 
the 
little 
re­ 
public’s manhood is paying. 
Most of Helsinki’s bomb scars 
are healed but much of the K a n t­ 
ian Isthmus is devastated. Vnpuri 
is still a city of naked walls. 
Only 55 homes were rebuilt in 
Karkbalm i. where 800 were set 
afire as the 
Russians 
retreated 
two years ago. 
The Finns burned hundreds of 


their own farm houses during the 
winter of 1940 and many farm 


families are living in two room 
temporary houses, many of them 
prefabricated by soldiers during

Perhaps th© best univ ersal anti­ 
septic for the ex ternal ear is a 
weak solution of alcohol. One of

ing a pledget of cotton with alco­ 
hol and leav ing that in the canal 
for an hour or two.

| in my ex perience it is v ery good, 
and rapid in its action. It also has 
a drying and anesthetic action, 
besides being antiseptic, and thus 
stops itching. Glycerine prepara­ 
tion® macerate the sk in of the ear 
too much, and should not be used. 


Boils in Ear Canal 


Boils inside the ear canal sel­ 
dom point and therefore treatment 
by incision is not v ery successful. 
If they do point, of course, incision 
should be done. The best trea t­ 
ment for most cases is to pack the 
: canal lightly with a slender strip 
of sterile gauze and then plaster 
the entire region on the outside 
with hot, moist bone acid pack s, 
frequently changed. Heat is usu­ 
ally grateful, hut often mak es the 
patient feel worse and in such 
I cases cold or ice pack s can be sub- 
! stituted. 
If the boils are recurrent and 
come in successiv e crops, the use 
of a v accine made from a culture 
of one of the boils, a small dose 
giv en

week 
for

months, is an indicated method of 
treatment. These cases are prom­ 
inently summer conditions, so for 
j that reason the subject is brought 
up at this time.
